BERLIN — Attempting to storm 


"Circus Busch," a large assembly 
hall on Unter-den-Linden today, 
Communists brought on the most 
serious rioting here since the "Kapp 
Putsch." Four were killed and thir- 
ty wounded. 


Police with 
rifles and 
sabers 


joined in the fighting, which began 
as a clash between the Communists 
and members 
of the "Bund for 


Freedom and Order." • In the midst 
of the fighting, which was marked 
by numerous individual duels with 
knives, three'men were thrown in- 
to the river, but were rescued. 


The Communists regarded 
the 


meeting in the Circus as reaction- 
ary. At 7 o'clock Sunday morning 
Communists took up positions near 
the "Circus ' Busch." Appeals pre- 
viously, circulated by^ the Commun- 
ists brought out a steadily growing 
crowd. Before long minor clashes 
occurred, in which two 
policemen 


were attacked by the crowd. 


The first reinforcements to ar- 


rive—six bicycle police—were beat- 
en and their bicycles stolen. The 
crowd attempted to storm the hall. 
Knives, hammers, and billies were 
wielded recklessly. 
Several police 


and bystanders were stabbed. 


Wagon loads of police armed 


with swords and rifles arrived. They 
charged the rioters. The Commun- 
ists melted away before the attack 
and fled into side streets or up the 
Unter-den-Linden. 
One policeman 


and a civilion were reported killed 
in the-stabbing frays on Unter-den- 
Linden.

The increasing prevalence and. sev- 
erity of these diseases throughout 
the corn belt has caused them to 
be regarded as a serious menace to 
the crop and every practicable con- 
trol measure is being adopted to 
reduce the losses from them. 


In 
announcing its 
conclusions, 


the department states: "The sev- 
erity of the root, stalk and ear rot 
can be greatly reduced by properly 
balancing the fertilizing elements 
in the soil and by planting selected 
strains of corn." ' Checking these 
diseases is a complex problem, ac- 
cording to the investigators, and

"Committee of 44 Bankrupt—The Woman's 


Council of the City of Washburn comes to /the 
rescue and by giving a semi-public benefit card 
social raises the .necessary funds with which 
to defray the expenses of the Council's dele- 
gate to the State Convention of the Federated 
Clubs. 


"The Wisconsin Federated Clubs is just the 


society name for the Woman's organization of 
the Committee of 44. 


"It is to .be regretted that the Woman's 


Council or any other Civic Association should 
allow itself to. ba used as a fund collector for 
the defunct Committee of 44. 


"Such actions as this makes .it the more dif- 


ficult for any. Civic organization attempting to 
raise funds for public purposes to function in 
the future.". 


Miss Elizabeth M, Bell, president of the Wo- 


men's Federated Clubs in the llth congres- 
sional district; .replied to .the editorial in The 
Washburn News in .the columns of the Bayfield

EVERE divorce laws which run counter 
to the laws of nature are responsible for 
more trouble than 'less-stringent regula- 


tions would be, according to Dr.- C. W. Saleeby, 
distinguished English eugenist and Chairman of 
the World League Against Alcoholism, who is 
in this country for a ten 
week's visit. He will address 
the ' Methodist convention at 
Toronto and speak in , other 
cities of Canada and the Un- 
ited States. 


Dr. Saleeby, who, as the 


author of the- first .book, on 
eugenics, ever published, is 
widely- known as an author- 
ity on the scientific aspects 
of 
marriage, 
characterized 


English divorce'laws as "ab- 
omin^ble", 'and declared his

belief in generally freer di- 
w' SA1-EE8Y' 


vorce regulations as a method of safeguarding 
the race. 


"As the civil aspect of marriage assumes 


.more and more importance and {he religious 
less the church is put in an almost impossible 
position," said Dr. Saleeby. "Although I would 
not offend my good friends among the clergy 
who arj; trying to maintain an untenable posi- 
tion, I would ask them always to consider the. 
good of the race, applying the question to each 
individual case rather than issuing a binding 
dictum covering all divorce. 


"The Church hae always regarded itself as the 


authorized protector and inventor of marriage. 
During its early years, when it stood as the 
great moral influence in a pagan world, this 
was justifiable. 
-However, as mankind pro- 


gresses toward greater civil -justice in all as- 
pects of life, the church can no longer take 
refuge.. behind its saying 'Whom God hath 
joined -together let .not ..man put asunder." It 
is pitiably evident that many a marriage with 
the benediction of the. church, .was never made' 
in heaven. -I urge - churchmen, whiie keeping 
this as a principle . for genuine marriage, to 
adopt as a corollary to it-the clause 'whom 
the Devil hath 'joined,.let not man force to 
remain together.' 
. "Woman is 'the mother of the race, and the 
'law whkh-compels her, to remain tied to an 
alcoholic or diseased ^partner is a grotesque 
one. So. .is the -law' which forbids remarriage, 
and the woman 'who .is capable of normal, 
motherhood should, as the'guardian of .the race, 
be freed from an unworthy partner,- with every 
right to remarry. Transmission of the.-facial 
poisons-rby which I mean.those of alcohol, ven- 
ereal disease mnd insanity^—is a crime against 
the race -and proper divorce laws protect^ and 
preserve the'best and cast out the worst.",'
